Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Borough  of  Penryn  during  1951o 

The  health  of  the  Borough  was  satisfactory.  The  Death 
Rate  was  lov;er  than  that  for  the  whole  country  and  the  Birth 
Rate  was  higher.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  past  5  years 
averages  out  at  22,2  per  thousand  live  hirths  which  is  consider¬ 
ably  better  than  the  figures  for  England  and  'Vales, 

Other  than  a  mild  outbreak  of  measles  in  January  and  Feb¬ 
ruary  iivhich  involved  a  total  of  50  children  there  was  no  epid¬ 
emic  disease.  There  was  one  unexplained  sporadic  case  of 
-poliom-yelitis. 

Despite  the  provision  during  the  year  of  an  additional  53 
houses  it  is  not  at  all  certain  that  the  rate  at  which  old 
houses  are  falling  into  dilapidation  is  not  in  excess  of  this. 
Many  of  the  existing  sub-standard  houses  could  be  rescued  and 
given  a  further  useful  life  of  ten  or  twenty  years  if  money 
could  be  spent  on  them  nov/.  As  a  financial  proposition  this 
sort  of  work  has  no  attractions  to  the  private  owner  but  it 
seems  to  me  imperative  that  some  way  of  preventing  the  loss  of 
these  houses  should  be  found,

members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  my  thanks  to  Mr,  Blackmore 
for  his  ready  co-operation  at  all  times,

On  the  31st  December,  the  estimated  number  of  children  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  15  months  and  5  years  in  Penryn  was  320,  of 
these  232  or  72.5/^  had  been  immunised.

tically  lOO^i  free  from  danger  ill  effects  ha.ve  occasionally/ 
occurred  as  a  result  of  primary  vaccination  in  older  chpdren 
and  adolescents*  On  the  other  hand,  re-vaccination,  at  any  age, 
is  a  perfectly  safe  procedure.

Water  Supply 

Tho  Falmouth  Watoi-Tworks  havo  maintained  an  adequat#  supply 
of  water  to  the  Borough  during  the  year.  The  supply  was  extended 
to  meet  the  need  at  Gel  don  Acre, 

The  Round  Ring  aroa  and  Tromough  Dale  are  still  withou,t  a 
main  supply  and  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that  these  deficiencies  will  be 
remedied  at  the  earliest  practical  opportunity. 

Sewerage 

The  sewerage  system  of  the  town  is  being  continually 
extended  to  provide  for  the  new  houses  under  construction.  The 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  nev/  length  of  sewer  in  the  St,  Thomas 
Street  -  Hill  Head  area  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  work  will  be  incorporated  in  the  major  contract 
for  dealing  with  the  sewers  and  outfall  for  the  town. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

The  condition  of  carcase  meat  retailed  in  the  Borough  has 
continued  to  be  good  whereas  the  canned  meats  imported  from  the  Continent 
have  given  rise  to  a  number  of  complaints  and  condemnations ,
